W ill the national budget balance next year?

Reports that financial wizards at Washington have 
found a method of holding government upending inside 
government receipts constitute the silliest piece of propa­ 
ganda yet released in seeking to bolster up the collapsing 
public faith in the Trum an Adm inistration.
